of these checks to Mr. Greenlee, but have been unsuccessful in having him 
make the checks good. This is unecessarily a reflection on your League 
and I am very confident that you or your associates in the Colored Langas 
understand a situation of thie kind, 


I would appreciate your bringing this 
to the attention of Mr. Greenlee and requesting him to make good these 
checks and in the instance of him failing to do so, I am of the opinion 


that your League would want to take some action. 


I trust that you will pardon me for 
annoying you with a matter of this kind, but I am confident that for the 
best future interest of your League, you do not want an outstanding situas- 
tion of this kind continuing to extat.
